Faubus confirmed that the 


bond 'issue talk is centered 
around a\figure of $150 million. 
This amount was mentioned by 
capitol s o u r c e s which said 
Thursday that the governor is 
cnnsiderine! a one cent per gal- 
lon Increase in the gasoline tax 
to finance a road construction 
bond issue. 


Faubus also confirmed that 


the money for cities .and coun- 
ties would be nrovided on some 
kind of matching basis but he 
said that the program must not 
be so expensive that the cities 
arid counties can't afford it as 
they cannot afford the present 
federal government matching 
program. 


Faubus refused again to ex- 


plain why he believes the mat- 
ter can be better handled in a 
special session. 


"I won't explain that now," he 


said. "Maybe I won't call a spe- 
cial session and then I won't 
have to." 
ij.The governor said he has 
scheduled a series of confer- 
ences this weekend with "those 
who would be affected by his 
toad program and that he will 
not make up his mind until next 
Week about calling the special 
session.

A bond proposal 
can be placed on the ballot with 
a majority vote in the legisla- 
ture. The law requires that any 
general obligation bond issue be 
put to public vote. 


The last state bond proposal 


—a $60 million issue for institu- 
tional construction—was turned 
v 
down by Arkansas voters by a 
two to one majority in June 
1961. 


Sources said the gasoline tax 


being considered would be en- 
acted for six years with pro- 
ceeds pledged to debt service on 
the new bond issue. At the end 
of six years the tax would be 
allowed to expire and debt serv 
ice would be handled from $7 


% 
million in highway revenues 
which now are pledged to re- 
tirement of the 1941 Highway 
Refunding Bonds. The unpaid 
balance of the 1941 bond issue, 
$48,701,000, is not scheduled to 
be retired until April 1972. 


A spokesman said, however, 


that there is enough money in 
a bond cushion fund to permit 
retirement of all bonds in Octob 
er 1970.

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko Saturday and left 
open the possibility of further 
talks next week. 


These are the first high-level 


U.S.-Soviet discussions since the 
new regime took over in Mos- 
cow, and the two Rusk-Gromyko 
sessions earlier this week fo- 
cused on the immediate crisis 
over Soviet arrears on U.N. 
dues. 


Rusk was reported ready now 


to canvass with Gromyko the 
possibilities for agreement on 
other East-West problems rang- 
ing from disarmament to trade. 


The U.S. assessment is that 


the Soviet government is still 
under committee rule and thus 
not likely to make radical policy 
changes. In contrast to Mos- 
cow's currently harsh propa- 
ganda, Gromyko in speaking 
privately to Rusk was said to 
have left out charges against 
U.S. 
policy in the Congo and 


Viet Nam. 


American sources said Gro- 


myko was interested in broad- 
ening the 1963 nuclear test ban, 


France and Red China have 


refused to join, and there seems 
to be little Washington or Mos- 
cow can do about that. How- 
ever, Rusk and Gromyko were 
said to agree that the possibility 
of extending the ban to under- 
ground explosions — now ex- 
empt — could be explored in 
technical talks at the Geneva 
disarmament conference.

Under the conspiracy^ it was 


charged, Price would release 
them from custody and He and 
other conspirators wbiild inter- 
cept the three "shortly after 
they departed from Philadel- 
phia, Miss., by automobile and 
would threaten, assault, shoot 
and kill them." 


Conviction under this federal 


charge carries a maximum pen- 
alty of 10 years in prison or a 
$5,000 fine. 


In some previous cases, the 


Justice Department , has with- 
held prosecution on federal civ: 
il rights charges when local au- 
thorities have moved to prose- 
cute on local charges^-in this 
case murder. 


Hoover's announcement said 


FBI agents "frequently encoun- 
tered hostility and resentment 
on the part of some individuals 
contacted during the investiga- 
tion." But he said Mississippi 
Gov. Paul B. Johnson, the Mis- 
sissippi Highway Safety Patrol 
"and other responsible citizens 
of that state" had rendered out- 
standing cooperation.

California 
School for 
Dropouts 


By DICK BIESEi* 


ROSEMEAD, Calif. (AP) — 


Students from 4 to 40 attend the 
unusual school founded by Mary 
and Lester Stewart. 


One of the basic courses is 


learning how to read. They also 
get lots of advice, a good bit of 
philosophy 
and 
considerable 


personal attention. 


The 
name 
of the 
school, 


housed in an 11-by-60-foot store 
building, is unusual, too. It's 
called "Dropouts Anonymous." 


Dropouts Anonymous has pro- 


cessed nearly 
1,900- persons. 


Some have gone on to barber or 
beauty colleges and some are 
being trained by Los Angeles 
County as landscape architects. 


Some aren't dropouts at all. 


They are children who need spe- 
cial help. 


"We tell our students you 


should like your job better than 
eating," 
says Mrs. Stewart. 


"Because if you don't eat — if 
you diet — you orobably won't 
get sick. But working at a job 
you don't like can make you 
desperately ill." 


In 1939 Mrs. Stewart, now 43, 


left high school in her senior 
year. It was strictly a matter of 
money — the lack of it. 


Since then she has undergone 


an intensive program of selt- 
education. A housewife, she is 
the mother of three sons who 
have completed high school. 


Although their own children 


had no trouble staying in school, 
she and her husband, a machin- 
ist, became interested in the 
children of friends who did have 
trouble. So two years ago they 
founded Dropouts Anonymous. 


The Stewarts don't honor ed- 


ucation for education'", 
sake 


alone. 


"Education is learning, not 


just getting a diploma," says 
Mrs. Stewart, adding: "And 
education doesn't mean a thing 
if you haven't got something in 
the noodle to back it up." 


Approximately 60 per cent of 


her students needed help with 
their reading skill when they 
entered the tuition-free school. 


Classs are held five nights a 


week from 7 to 10 p.m. Each 
Friday evening is what Mrs. 
Stewart calls "true confession 
night." 


"We discuss our goals and 


ambitions," says Mrs. Stewart. 
"We toss in an idea and see 
what happens." 


Three adults regularly help 


the Stewarts with tha program, 
including actress Ruth Warrick. 
The others are Cal Edinger and 
Doris Patterson. 


One day soon, the Stewarts 


! hope colleges in the area will 
assign student teachers to the 
school. 


Financial help comes from 


individuals and from women's

PINE BLUFF, Ark. (AP) — 


The spirit of Christmas came 
early to this east Arkansas city 
when a Salvation Army family 
pt four, living on $60 a week, 
invited four orphaned children 
to move in with them. 


The biggest fear Capt. and 


Mrs. Bill McFarland have is 
that their four "new" children 
will decide they don't want to 
stay. 


"We want to be able to give 


them the love they need and 
want," McFarland said. "We're 
afraid they may decide they 
don't want to stay." 


McFarland 
invited the chil- 


dren to come to live with his 
family after the children found 
their 71-year-old father, a re- 
tired laborer, dead on Thanks- 
giving Day. 


"They didn't know who to 


call, so they called ma," Mc- 
Farland said. 


He said he and his wife had 


gotten to know the children fair- 
ly closely because they had at- 
tended Salvation Army youth 
programs and church services.. 


"I was their pastor," he said. 


"And most often people turn to 
their pastors in a time of need.

McFarland refused to identify 


the children and would not al- 
low them to be photographed.
